The first Monday of D'ecemb~r being the day prescribed by the 

Constitution of the United States for the annual meeting of Con­
gress, the second session of the Fifty-ninth Congress commenced 
this day. · · . · · 

The Senate assembled in its Chamber at the Capitol. 
The Vice-President (Mr. CHARLES W. FAIRBANKS) called the 

Senate to order at 12 o'clock noon. 
PRAYER. 

The Chaplaj.n, Rev. Enw ARD E. HALE, offered the following

The VICE-PRESIDENT. It is the usual practice not to con­
sider miscellaneous business until after the message from the 
President has bee:n received, but there is no rule to that effect. 

Mr. PENROSE. I ask unanimous consent that I may offer 
the resolution. 

The VICE-PRESIDENT. The Senator from Pennsylvania 
asks unanimous consent for the present consideration of the 
resolution.

Senate, if not incompatible with the public interests, full information 
bearing upon the recent order dismissing from the military service of 
the United States three ·companies o:£ the Twenty-fifth Regiment of 
I.nfantry Un~ted States troops (colored). ·

United States Infantry, together with a complete list of tht:' men dis­
charged, showing the recor·d of each, the amount of retained pay 
(under section 1281 and following sections of the Revi.sed Statutes), 
if any, to the credit of each man at the time of his discharge; the 
ruling of the War Department, if any has been made in this or any 
other similar case, as to the effect upon his ri~ht to such retained 
pay, and also the ruling of the War Department, 1f any bas been made 
in this or any similar case, as to the effect of such discharge upon the 
right of an enli:J:ted man to retire on three-fourths pay, with an allow­
ance for subsistence and clothing (under section 1260 and following 
sections of the Revised Statutes), and his right to enter a National 
Soldiers' Home· (un~er section 4821 and following sections of the Re­
vised . Stat-utes) ; his right to be bmied in a national cemetery (under 
section 4878 and following sections of the Revised Statutes), and his 
right to receive transportation and subsistence from place of discharge 
to his home, as provided for in section 1290 and following sections of 
the Revised Statutes; also a complete official record of the Twenty­
fifth llegiment, United States Infantry, from the time of its muste1·-in 
to the date of the discharge of Companies B, C, and D. 

Mr. FORAKER . . I ask th::tt both resolutions may go over. 
The VICE-PRESIDENT. It is so ordered.
